After  years  of  trials, 
KCLU  finally  made 
it  entrance  in  to  the 
the  world  of  rhe 
broadest  media. 


KCLU  started  out  as  KRCL. 
KRCL  was  a  student  run 
operation  which  began  in  the 
mid  70s.  It  ran  football  games 
and  other  public  services,  which 
later  became  a  cable  cast 
station.  It  had  taken  the  efforts 
of  many  to  finally  get  KCLU  to 
be  part  of  the  National  Public 
Radio  (NPR).  After  many 
attempts,  permission  was     fi- 


nally granted  in  1993,  by  the 
Federal  Communications 
Commission  allowingCLU  to 
build  a  station.  On  October 
20, 1994,  KCLU  went  live  on 
the  air  at  1:00  p.m.  Becoming 
the  only  public  radio  station 
operating  out  of  Ventura 
County. 

Many  factors  were  taken 
into  consideration   before

deciding  upon  which  type  oj 
music  KCLU  was  to  play.  In 
order  to  be  eligible  to  go  on  air 
it  was  required  to  have  to  be 
30%  different  from  all  other 
radio  stations.  After  many 
considerations  contemporary 
Jazz  was  chosen  to  be  aired. 
The  reason  being  is,  not  many 
other  surrounding  public 
stations  were  airing  Jazz.

The  canyon  walls  rose 
hundreds  of  feet  above  their 
heads  like  Grecian  warriors 
before  the  gates  of  Delphi.  A 
tiny  band  of  wanderers 
inarched  along  the  canyon 
floor  that  had  been  carved 
away  by  rivers  millions  of 
years  ago.

crystal  features),  Zabriske 
Point  (an  excellent  viewing 
stage  of  the  Tertiary  Furnace 
Creek  Formation),  and  Fossil 
Falls  (a  dried  riverbed). 

Paul  La  r  sen  was 
particularly  fond  of  Titus 
Canyon.  "Hiked  [it].  I  just 
liked  driving  througJi  it." 
He  added  that  he  was  fasci- 
nated about  seeing  the  fault 
lines  within  the  layers  of 
rocks.

Some  were 
charged  by  the  idea  of 
climbing  the  highest  dune  and 
then  rolling  down  it.  Larsen, 
although  he  went  along  with 
the  stunt,  was  not  too  thrilled 
at  the  experience.  "He  just 
laid  there  at  the  bottom, "  Van 
Fleet  laughed. 


The  harsh,  persistent  wind 
managed  to  get  some  feathers 
ruffled.

"Cirque's"  main 
attractions  excluded  animal 
tricks.  The  center  ring  staged 
only  acts  starring  human 
performers  like  the  Russian 
trapeze  artists,  the  nine  and 
six-year-old  contortionists, 
the  fire-eater ,  and  the  strong 
man.  Their  graceful  yet 
bizarre  and  j  a  r  r  i  n  g 
movements  defied  all 
boundaries,  celebrating  the 
mysteries  of  the  human  body. 


Their  movements  conveyed 
everything  that  went 
against  the  conventional. 
"Live  on  the  edge,"  their 
actions  seemed  to  say. 
"Seize  the  day  as  it  comes, 
and  then  land  on  your  feet, 
on  your  back,  on  your  head, 
on  any  where , but  just  jump 
and  grab  the  moment. " 

As  the  curtains  were 
drawn  down  over  the  stage, 
covering  everything  that 
hinged  on  the  celestial,  the 
breeze  echoed  "the  litany  of 
foreign-sounding,  exotic, 
often  purposefully 
unintelligible  words "  in  the 


same  enchanting  voice.

Immersed  in  a  new 
and  exotic  country 
gave  students  the 
chance  to  learn 
more  about  another 
culture  and  about 
their  own. 


Though  many  students  go 
through  their  years  at  Cat 
Lu  completely  fulfilled  by 
their  day  to  day  lives,  there 
exist  some  who  possess  the 
desire  to  know  intimately 
about  another  culture .  They 
are  those  students  whostudy 
abroad.  Each  student  had  a 
personal  reason  for  going, 
and  a  particular  country  or 
area  that  they  wanted  to 
experience.  And  each 
student  learned  something 
different  from  their  time 
spent  in  that  country. 
Above  all,  the  greatest 
lesson  for  each  person  was 
often  one  that  affected  their 
lives  once  they  returned. 


Kristen  Bengtson  went 
on  the  summer  trip  to 
Oaxaca,  Mexico  with  Dr. 
Urioste.  She  felt  that  "It 
zoas  a  grea t  learn ing  ex- 
perience studying  in  an- 
other country.  Not  only 
did  I  learn  many  of  the 
differences  between  our  two 
cultures,  but  of  many  of  the 
similarities  [as  well]."  She 
has  carried  that  into  her  life 
here  by  spending  time  with 
people  of  both  cultures. 

One  of  the  more  original 
trips  was  one  created  by 
Dr.  Paul  Hanson.  Called 
'Community  Development 
in  India' ,  the  trip  involved 
visiting  a  large  number  of 


communities  in  India, 
spending  anywhere  from  two 
days  to  a  week  in  each  one. 
Students  spent  the  last  two 
weeks  exploring  courses 
which  particularly  interested 
them,  while  living  in  new 
communities.  Glenn  Hoxie 
said  that  "The  initial  cultural 
shock  was  hard,  but  our  trip 
made  us  a  little  more 
concerned  about  current 
events  allowed  us  to 
appreciate  the  triumphs  and 
plights  of  societies  outside  of 
our  neighborhood."  Hoxie 
has  been  paying  more 
attention  to  political  events 
here  at  home,  something  he 
never  really  did  before  the

Hoxie  was  originally 
interested  in  visiting 
Vienna,  but  decided  on 
India  because  "Everyone 
can  go  to  the  European 
countries...

Many  students  used  to 
take  advantage  of  the  study 
abroad  program.  Though 
the  interim  program  was 
no  longer  a  facet  of  life  at 
C.L.U.,  Dr.  Jerry  Slattum 
still  takes  groups  on  study 
abroad  trips  during  the 


winter  break.  Nicole 
Whitmarsh  visited 
Russia,  Finland,  and  the 
Ukraine  with  Slattum 
and  eleven  other 
students.  Though  the 
food  was  hard  for  her  to 
adjust  to,  and  the  weather 
was  bitterly  cold,  She  felt 
strongly  that  she  had 
learned  from  the 
experience.  Expressing 
the  sentiments  of  many 
study  abroad  students 
upon  returning  home, 
she  said  "Studying  other 
cultures  reminds  you  of 
how  blessed  you  are  to  be 
born  here  in  the  U.S.A. " 
No   matter  how 


dedicated  the  students  are 
to  their  home  country, 
many  made  lasting 
friendships  and  became 
very  enamored  of  the 
country  where  they 
studied.  Of  her  time  in 
Mexico,  Caty  Hey n  stated, 
"The people  in  Oaxaca  open 
their  hearts  and  homes  to 
you  and  before  you  leave 
you  feel  like  you  have  a 
piece  of  the  country  within 
you."  The  experience  of 
studying  abroad  is  one 
which  Cal  Lutheran 
students  not  only  learned 
from,  but  one  which 
completely  enriched  their 
entire  lives.

Members  of  the  CLU  community 
were  deeply  saddened  recently  by  the 
death  of  Dr.  James  Forseca, 
long-time  professor  and  friend  of  the 
university. 

Fonseca,  who  retired  last 
May  after  29  years  of  teaching 
Spanish  to  CLU  students,  died  on 
December  16  of  heart  failure. 

"He  was  a  very  nice  man, 
and  he  played  an  active  role  on  our 
campus,"  said  Kristen  Bengstou, 
junior,  of  the  former  CLU  professor. 

Fonseca  was  often  seen  at 
various  CLU  events,  ranging  from 
choir  shows  and  drama  productions 


to  speakers  and  cultural  events. 

According  to  Dr.  Water 
Stewart,  professor  of  foreign 
language,  Fonseca  still  attended 
faculty  meetings  after  his  retirement. 

"He  was  involved  in 
everything  on  campus.  Even  after 
he  retired  he  took  part  in 
everything, "  said  Steward. 

In  1966,  Fonseca  founded 
the  Gamma  Signa,  CLU's  charter  of 
Alpha  Mu  Gamma,  a  foreign 
language  honor  society. 

He  also  has  spent  time 
working  with  Esperanto,  an 
international  language.  Fonseca

D.  in  Spanish 
from  UCLA,  which  he  earned  in 
1957.  He  studied  romance 
languages  and  literature. 

He  also   received  his 


California  Teaching  Credential 
there. 

Besides  his  commitment 
to  CLU,  Fonseca  spent  time  with 
the  Los  Angeles  Unit  for 
Recording  for  the  Blind. 

Most  recently  Fonseca 
served  as  Grand  Marshal  in  the 
CLU  Homecoming  Parade  this 
past  fall. 

"I  felt  that  there  was  a 
real  strong  tradition  in  having  him 
as  a  professor,"  said 
Laurie  AnnSegal,  junior, 

whose  high  school  Spanish  teacher 


was  taught  by  Fonseca  while  at- 
tending CLU  just  as  she  was. 

"I  think  it  was  very  sad 
to  see  someone  who  was  very 
much  a  legacy  of  the  school  to 
pass  away, "  said  Segal,  echoing 
the  thoughts  of  many  CLU  fac- 
ulty staff  and  students.

Tvi  Orologas,  a  sophomore  center, 
led  the  team  in  rebounds,  she  aver- 
aged 10.9  a  game.  Senior  center 
'Kelli  McCas kill  was  second  in  re- 
bounds zuith  an  average  of  8.7  a 
game,  and  second  in  scoring. 

'Had  a  great  season  and  I  hope 
it  ivill  continue,"  said  Shani 
Smyth. 
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The  'Kingsmen  junior  varsity 
team  went  though  many  changes 
this  season  from  the  changing  of 
their  head  coach  to  the  loss  of  a 
player  to  the  varsity  team.
